Bernard Hansen, owner of Piegan 
fersey Farm, at Orion, Alta, is an¬ 
other succcscful farmor in Western 
Canada's dry-bolt, and he comes front 
Missouri. Mr. Hansen has demoustral 
id what can be done wdUi a herd ol 
good cows. In 1913. he chippsd three 
jarloads of ctandard-brsd horees and 
^ure bred Jersey cattle from Missouri 
vO bis present farm. He now special 
.Kcs In Jerseys and maintains a herd 
ot abo'U 30 bead. 

Prairie grass pasture is used for 
the summer range but he always feeds 
the cows grain during the summer, 
unless they refuse it. giving about a 
half galljn of oats and bran daily. 
Salt Is also available for them at all 
time?. 

Winter feeding of dairy cows Is a 
problem wtih most farmers, but Mr. 
Hansen bau discovered that be can 
' be pretty sure of feed if he sows wheat 
and oats together and uses tho bund¬ 
les for winter feed. For some reason 
I ho has found that during dry years 
neither cf these crops will do well 
singly but if sown together he always 
has feed. Alfalfa, too, has relieved 
this farmer of a lot of worries and h(‘ 
feeds it quite liberally during the 
winter. 

Tho meal mixture for the cows dur¬ 
ing the winter consists of, first, a 
mixture of two-thirds oats, and one- 
thiid wheat, both chopped, to which 
is added half the amount of bran by 
measure. About a gallon of this meal 
is fed per cov/ per day, the amount 
being regulated according to the grain 
in the oat and wheat bundles used 
for hny, and also according to the 
amount of milk produced. 

Mr. Haiicen is satisfled if his cows 
Pioduco a pound of butter a day the 
year-a-round when using these hoine- 
f^rown feeds. Cows freshen at differ¬ 
ent perclds throughout the year so 
that Ih butter production will be 
maintained at a uniform level through 
out the year, as he ships fresh dairy 
butter to L»?thbrldge once every week, 
where he obtains the hLghent price for 
No. 1 butter put up in pound cartons 
Cows, chickens and pigs, the old 
combination that has been talked of 
as being the ideal for mixed farmer 
is the system that Mr. Hansen follows 
and he says he does not have to work 
a bit herder than farmers in Missouri 
He also opert^tos nine quarter sections 
of land. He plows about four inches 

deep. 

Mr. Hansen is an optimist, but not 
of the imaginary sort. He believes in 
Southern Alberta and dry farming, 
simply because he has demonstrated 
that by following right methods it Is 
possible to succoed.Ho markets his 
products in n form to bring the top 
price. —Nor’West Farmer.
